John Mumpher Bai'ey, whose pitpr 


nal ancestry was of English and V" 
ma'ernal of German descent, was born 
in Dillsburg, York county, Ju'y 11 
1839. His father, Sioiucl N B-:l y, 
represented Yo-k county in the stitr 
legislature for three consecutive teima 
and was also lieutenant-colonel of the 
Twelfth Pennsylvania Reserves. 


Judge Bailey was educated in the 


ccmmon schools of his day and also at- 
tended several terms of the Tuscarora 
academy, in Juniata county, then in 
charge of Prof. J. H. Shumaker. Be- 
fore completing his academic educa- 
tion he was under the necessity of 
earning money with which to pay his 
tuition fees and in the fall of 1857 
e mmenced 
teachicg 
the 
d strict 


schools in the townships of Walke, 
Porter and Franklin, in Huntingdon 
County, which he conducted dniinir the 
winter terms until the spring of 1860 
when, as a stndent, he entered the !••*• 
office of Scott & Brown, in Hunt'ng- 
don, composed of John Scott, who sub- 
«ccj lently became a Uiited States serj- 
au r and general solicitor for the P^nn 
•ylvania Railroad company at Paila- 
dilphia, and Hon. Samuel T Brown, 
then a prominent member of the Hunt 
Irgdon County Bar. He continued t- 
teaeh school dnrirg the winter sossrr 
and the study of law the balance oi the 
year until August 11, 1862, whaa h 
was admitted to the Bar 
Scon af.er 


his admission he became associated 
with his former preceptors, under fte 
firm name of Scott, Brown & Bai'ey, 
•which relation continued uninterrup'- 
edly and with the utmost harmony 
until the election of Mr. Scitt to a seat 
in the United States senate in 1869 
after which the business was continued 
under the firm name of Brown & Bsi- 
ley nnti' 1832, when Charles G Brown, 
a S"n of his partner, became a member 
of the firm and the partnership name 
was changed to Brown, Bailey & 
Brown. 


Mr. Biiley devoted his whole time to 


iis profession, and but little, or none, 
of it to politics, and prior to his elec- 
tion as j jdge of the Twentieth district 
in 1395, he had never been a candidate 
for any political office except as dele- 
gate to the Constitutional Convention 
of 1872 and 1373, when he was nomi- 
nated by the Democratic party and 
elected to represent, in part, the coun- 
ties of Huntingdon, Centre, Miifi:n and 
Juniata, these counties constituting 
the Twenty-second Senatorial district. 


Mr. Bailey was the Democratic nom- 


inee for judge in 1395 aid in a three- 
cornered fight, in which Hon. Mc- 
Knight Williamson and Hon. H. J. 
Culbertson were his opponents, he 
won in the fall election and has served 
nobly la the office which he was chosen 
to fill. 


Mr. Bailey was married on May 85, 


1369, to Miss Latitia Fisher, daughter 
of Thomas Fisher, of Huntingdon. He 
is survived by his wife and one son, 
Taomas F. Bailey, a prominent member 
of the Huntingdon County Bar. Judge 
Bailey was a member of Mount Moriah 
Lodge, No. 300, F. and A. M., having 
b come past master, and also past high 
chief of the chapter of the Masonic 
fraternity. 
In his religions convic- 


tions he was a Presbyterian and was 
for many years a member of that 
church. 


Judge Bailey had a fine judicial tem- 


perament. His knowledge o' the law 
was extensive and he always was emi- 
nently fair and impartial. 
His nnim- 


paachable integrity and his sincerity 
won the confidence of all with whom 
became in contact; his manly bearing 
and his pleasing personality won their 
friendship. 
The death of this illus- 


trious jurist is sincerely mourned by 
the citizens of Bedford county. 


That in his death this Bar nnd this county 


imvelost a faithful and an upright Jucigi. 


Blessed with an active and ripe intellect, 


.matured and cultured by laborious study 
and profound reflection, he soon became 
e-mnently distinguished in the profession 
of the law; by unceasing industry he be- 
c-ime learned m oil her wisdo-n, familiar 
with all her subtleties, and acquainted with 
all her imperfections, so that, when the 
people wiled him. he was well prepared to 
represent, protect, and advance their com- 
mon interests, and he never disappointed 
them. 
His seat on our Bench is vacant, his name 


disappears from our writs and dockets; but 
it is entered, we doubt not, in the Book of 
the Courts of Heaven, into which Courts 
Death has no admission, and that Record 
ihall endure forever 
We will cherish the memory of our de- 


parted Judge—for he was our friend and 
our brother. 


We will revere his name, for he was an 


enlightened and conspicuous representative 
of our chosen profession 


May the fragrance of his exalted virtues 


parity our hearts and may his character 
be the example of our lives. 


That in this hour of deep affliction and 


grief we tender to his fa-nily, so sadly 
stri{-kQn, our most sincere condolence aed 
profO"nd sympathy, "and may God assuage 
the anguish of cne suffering woman's 
breast;'1 for we are persuaded''that while 
green grass will cover his grave, blue skies 
bend over it, sweet birds sing near it, and 
the place will be hallowed ground, yet 
greener than the grass, fairer than the 
skies, sweeter than the birds, more hallow- 
ed than the grave itself, will be his fragrant 
memory enshrined with supreme sacred- 
ness in their heart of hearts "

menagerie and, in round numbers, 500 
head of horses are in its stables, The 
daily requisition for supplies is as fol- 
lows: Hay, 10,000 Ibs ; straw, 5,000 Ibs ; 
oats, 140bus.; com, 140 bus ;bran, 1,500 
Ibs ; bread, 450 lbs.;milk, 50 gals ; pota- 
toes, 60 bus.; meat, 1 300 Ibs. This does 
not include that served in the dining 
cars.

IGOOD ROADS 


LAW, 


The good roads law 
passed by tte last 
legislature has not 
yet borne m u c h 
fruit. The commis- 


sioner is greatly disappointed because 
very few applications have been made 
for state aid for the construction or of a she-ass 
improvement of roads. It seems that 
History: 


only communities adjicent to Philadel- 
phia have asked for appropriations and 
requests even from those districts bave 
been "few and far between," and an 
opinion, recently handed down by the 
attorney general, will not help mitters 
much. It has been ascertain el that 
the county officials throughout the 
state bave cot reported tbe number of 
miles of road in their respective dis- 
tricts as required by one o' the pro- 
visions of the new law and the attorney 
general has advised the highway com- 
missioner to take legal steps to compel 
obedience to the act. This would re- 
quire a considerable sum of money and 
endless trouble. The enforcement of 
this part of the act of assembly will 
likely be the last resort of the state offi- 
cials and it looks as if it will be "many 
moons" before the people derive any 
benefit from the new measure. But it 
is the general bslief that the good 
roads law is meeting at least one of 
the ends for which it was enacted. It 
isn't making many changes for the 
better in our highways, but it has pro- 
vided offices for a commissioner, an as- 
sistant commissioner, a chief clerk and 
a stenographer, thus bolstering up the 
machine and increasing the fruit on 
tbe political plum tree in Farmer 
Quay's orchard.

TRAGEDY OF AN INSECT. 


Tfce Sand Fly LlTtn bnt a D»y AK«» 


Comlnp; I»to the Light. 


Here is the tragic story of the sand 


fly:It has but a day to live in the light. 
In order to earn the> right to that day 
of life it lives from one to three years 
in darkness, down in the mud at the 
bottom of lakes or rivers. Moreover, 
the sand fly is perfectly harmless. It 
does not bite. It has no sting. It can- 
not even eat 
All It can do is to flit 


about for a few hours, enjoying the 
light of day or the glare of an electric 
lamp. 
The sand fly is known to scientists 


familiarly as the May fly. In scientific 
terms it fs called epbeunerida. This 
name la taken from the Greek word 
ephemeros, which meana lasting only 
for a day. To the scientists the sand 
fly is one of the most interesting and 
beautiful of insects. 


The fly lives but a day at most, but 


before it sees the light It has lived for 
from one to three years under the wa- 
ter in the form of- what the scientists 
call a nymph. This uyuiph can both 
walk and swim. As it grows it molts, 
and after about the ninth molt tiny 
wings appear on its thorax. These 
grow larger until the insect comes forth 
from the water a sand fly. It then has 
but one duty—to lay its ep:gs.

ing. The American apple is "some 
pumpkins" as a commercial asset and 
it should be reckoned with according- 
ly. In the past we have exported over 
3,000,000 bnshele of apples, and that 
does not begin to represent the surplus 
of the fruit. Otttimes many bushels 
of apples are allowed to decay in the 
field because of inaccessibility to rail- 
roads and market, or through the in- 
difference and lack of enterprise on 
the part of the owner. If the govern- 
ment reports are accurate, there are 
about 300,000,000 apple trees in the 
country, producing annually an aver- 
age of 176,000,000 bushels of apples fit 
for the market. Last year New York 
headed the list of apple-producing 
states, with a total of 24,111,257 bush- 
els. The good old Keystone state was 
second with 50,000 bushels less than 
her sister commonwealth. California, 
famed for her fruit, had less than 4,- 
000,000 bushels, while her production 
was more than doubled by Old Vir- 
ginia. It is a matter worthy of note 
that the latter's apples command the 
highest prices, principally because its 
famous Albemarle pippin and other 
fine specimens ara so popular. Michi- 
gan, Ohio and Kentucky used to be the 
banner apple-growing states, but other 
commonwealths have been 
paying 


more attention to this industry and 
have planted large numbers of trees.

I 
tbeir confusion of thought, they are 
more tban likely to feel that only 
through surrendering aome of their 
privileges and suffering a personal sac 
rifice can they escape their share of 
the social guilt. There is a noble soul 
in St. Louis wbo inherited land made 
valuable by tbe development upon and 
around it of a great city. He reasons 
with faultless logic that, if he accepts 
rent for this land, he is accepting the 
fruits of other men's labor and is really 
the beneficiary of a special privilege 
As all law-made privileges are methods 
of legal!zad stealing he 
refuses tn 


touch this income, but asks that tbe 
city shall take it and use it for a publ!c 
purpose. I honor that man, though 
some call him Insane. 
Such unselfish 


devotion always strengthens our faith 
in man and God. Yet, notwithstand- 
ing his lofty spirit, I tbink, speaking 


him {for devoting his fortune to the 
overthrow of mcnopoly. 


He would have been, as it seems to 


me, overmuch righteous if he had de- 
clined to make money because social 
conditions were not just; or if, having 
made money, he had given it away be- 
cause he had come to see that much of 
this wealth was due to the unwise and 
unjust laws of the land. 


He acted as any honest man might, 


when he took advantage of the unjust 
tariff laws which, as congressman, he 
had voted against. 


Now he is acting as any high-minded 


patriot 
should, 
when, instead of 


squandering that wealth in useless 
charity, he uses it to help bring about 
a juster social order in which there 
shall be less need of cbarity. 


Almost a century ago Shelley wrote 


a. stanza setting forth this ideal 
Those who know the Cleveland mayor 
know that he is a perfect embodiment 
if Shelley's thought. 
"Or turn their wealth to arms, and make 
War for thy beloved sake 
On wealth and war and fraud, whence they 
Drew the power which is their prey."

"A good part of the dyspepsia that

We talk glib- 
ly of 'rt«ist beef,' 'roast chicken' and 
soon, but what we should say is 'baked 
beef and 'baked chicken,' for anything 
cooked in an oven is baked, not roast- 
ed. We don't talk of roast bread, do 
we'; Yet we cook our meat In the oven 
as our bread is eooki d. 


"To roast meat yo'i must cook It on a 


spit before the fire. You must turn it 
constantly. 
Every little while you 


must baste it 
It is In every way bet- 


ter than meat bilked. It is tenderer, 
sweeter and more digestible. 
Also its 


appearance is more appetizing, and the 
appearance of a vlanil lias a tremen- 
dous effect on its digesti!-":ty. 


"Experiment, actual experiment, has 


shown that the sight of nil appetizing 
dish starts the gastric juice to flowing 
instantly and that such a dish digests 
much more quickly and thoroughly 
than an unappetizing one. Altogether, 
we ought to go back to the genuine 
roasting process of our ancestors, and 
our health would improve and there 
would be less talk about vegetarianism. 


"Of course I and all good chefs actu- 


ally roast meat. But roasting is with 
the average cook in the average Ameri- 
can house an unknown process."

duntN Along the Road. 


"Will you explain just the practical 


benefit of mileposts along a railroad 
track';" asked an Inquisitive traveler of 
tbp superintendent as they new past 
one of the white painted posts. 


"So far as the general public is con- 


cerned," replied the superintendent, "I 
don't suppose that mileposts are of any 
particular benefit. The traveler can tell 
by looking out of the cur window how 
far lie is from the terminal points, but 
In that he is not greatly interested. 


"Some people like to figure out from 


the mileposts how far they have trav- 
eled or how far they have to go, and 
there are not a few who like to time 
the speed of trains by the mileposts. 
But that is not what the posts are for. 
In the office of the division superin- 
tendent is a profile or diagram showing 
the location of every one of these posts. 


"If an accident occurs, a rail breaks, 


a car lets down or anything out of the 
ordinary happens between stations the 
superintendent Is notified of tlie prox- 
imity of the mishap to soiop particular 
milepost, and thus the spot can be lo- 
cated, nnd men are sent there at once, 
and they can go iu a hurry, for they 
know where tbe place Is. Otherwise 
they would have to move slowly be- 
tween stations until tbe spot was found, 
and this means a loss of time much 
more valuable than the price of the 
mileposts, and It would be pretty bard 
to railroad successfully without item." 
—Boston Transcript.

Ancient nnd MiMliievnl DeKcrlptiona 


of the .\louutcr. 


Dragons were important animals in 


ancient and mediojval natural history. 
Until comparatively recent time no 
scientist ever thought of questioning 
the existence of this most formidable 
of beasts. The annals of Winchester 
for 1177 gravely state that "in this year 
dragons were seen of many In Eng- 
land." 
Gesner, professor of natural 


history at Zurich, gives a detailed de- 
scription of the dragon, while Aldro- 
vaudus, In his "History of Serpents 
and Dragons," published in 1640, de- 
votes fifty pages to the monster. A 
good specimen of a dragon would seem 
to have been a beast about the size of 
a sheep, incased In a coat of scales 
which shone like silver. Its back was 
serrated like a saw. It possessed a 
long tall, a pair of batllke wings, four 
heavily clawed feet and a wolvine head, 
the jaws of which were armed with 
very formidable teeth. 
The tongue 


was barbed with fire, and fury issued 
from the monster's mouth, and the head 
bore a crest. Dragons were the most 
wicked and vindictive of creatures. 
They seem always to have been In a 
towering rage and spent the greater 
portion of their time in rushing up and 
down the earth destroying everything 
that came in their path. The origin of 
dragons was a disputed point among 
rnedtevnl naturalists. Some maintain- 
ed that these animals -were generated 
by the heat of India; others were of 
opinion that the volcanoes of Ethiopia 
used to belch forth the monsters. One 
scientist, Joliu Leo by name, declared 
the dragon to be a hybrid, a cross be- 
tween an eagle and a wolf.
